Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 8/18/2009. These drawings are acceptable 

2. Claims 1 -8 and 1 0-1 9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest an anchoring comprising of a base plate, and a 
clamping plate supported against the base plate and comprising a substantially integral 
downwardly protruding securing tappet as recited in claim 1 and the base plate having a 
substantially integral, upwardly extending stops as recited in claims 3 and 4. There is 
no motivation to make the bolts (22) in the Andra reference, as relied upon by the 
Examiner, as the downward tappet integral as it would destroy reference.
